LARGE COMPANY IS FLOATED 


New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Queen 
-Victoria's reputed investing agent in 
this country, John Pettit, is said to have 
disappeared. He has been for twenty years 
one of the best known figures in the real 
estate world and has control of the Bennett 
Building on Nassau street, the Downing 
Building on Fulton street, and half a doz- 
en more dig down-town office buildings, be- 
sides many other properties. ; 

He is President of the John Pettit Realty 
corporation, which was capitalized at $2,000,- 
000 a few years ago, and lives in a palatial 
Mr. Pettit is a 
millionaire several times over, according to 
report. 
William Calhoun filed a summons and com- 
plaint in the Supreme Court today in an 
action against Pettit, Mrs. Alida B. Pettit, 
Henry R. Waite, Alexander C. Quarrier, 
‘and Mrs. Carrie I. H. Calhoun, the plaintiff's 
wife. He wants the court to set aside the 


* Gonveyance of properties in Pine, Water, 


Greenwich, and Gold streets, which, Cal- 
houn claims, were fraudulently transferred 
and conveyed by Waite and Mrs. Pettit to 
Quarrier on July 2 last. He filed an affi- 
davit, averring that Pettit has left the State 
and cannot be found.

John Pettit bought the building at Nas- 
sau, Ann, and Fulton streets from James 
Gordon Bennett, the elder, and controls it 
yet. He has always been supposed to be the 
representative of Queen Victoria in this 
country in her New York real estate in- 
vestments, which are believed to be heavy. 
Besides the Bennett and the Downing 
Buildings, Pettit owned the, building next 
to the Downing Building on Fulton street, 


the building on the southwest corner of 


Beekman and Pearl streets, and many 
others. 

His reputed connection in business with 
her Imperial Majesty the Queen of Eng- 
land and Empress of Indla gave him un- 
limited credit and the highest standing in 
the business world. His private fortune 
was estimated at from $5,000,000 to $7,000,- 
000 when, a year ago, He organized the 
John Pettit realty corporation.

TOWN AT BAY. 


Robbers Loot a Bank at 
Richland, Mich., While 
Citizens Are Helpless 

to Interfere.

SAFE IS BLOWN OPEN. 


Three Explosions Required That 
Nearly Wreck the Build- 
. ing—Men Then 
Drive Off. 


* 


‘ARMED POSSE IN PURSUIT. 


Richland, Mich., Aug. §,—[Special.]—After 
blowing open the doors of the safe of the 
Union Bank of this place with repeated ex- 
plosions of dynamite this morning, four rob- 
bers held the people of the village at bay 
while two others entered the smoking ruins 
of the safe and coolly pocketed between 
$6,000 and $7,000 in cash. After securing the 
money the robbers walked down the main 
street of the little village. warning the 
trembling townspeople watching them be- 
hind the window blinds not to follow at pain 
of death, and rode uway in a carriage, wav- 
ing their revolvers and joking over their 
good luck, There was no pursuit. The 
townspeople were too alarmed to recover 
their wits for some time. By the time offi- 
cers arrived from Kalamazoo all trace of the 
robbers had been lost. The officers are en- 
tirely at sea, and it seems doubtful if the 
daring desperadoes will be captured. The 
depositors in the bank will lose nothing, as 
the stockholders of the institution are all 
wealthy farmers, who are amply able to 
make good the loss. 


_ Every Detail Planned. 

The robbery was one of the most daring 
that ever took place in Michigan. It seemed 
to have ‘been carefully and elaborately 
planned and every detail was apparently 
carried through without a hitch. Richland 
is a little town of 800 inhabitants nine miles 
northeast of Kalamazoo. Almost ail of the 
stores of the village are ranged along one 
street. In the center of this town and bor- 
dering on its main street is a park and across 
from the park is the little one-story building 
of the Union Bank. It stands back from the 
street and quite away from any house or 
store. The robbers must have arrived at the 
village shortly after, 1 o’clock this morning. 


They rolled quietly into town on a hand car 


over the 


them. People living along the street heard 
the sound of horses’ hoofs galloping down 
the street, but thought nothing of it until a 
terrific explosion shook the ground in the 
vicinity of the bank. 

Alvin Barnes, who lives nearest the bank, 
was awakened, and, hastily dressing, hur- 
ried out-doors. In front of the bank, dimly 
outlined in the darkness, he saw a carriage 
drawn up, and near the carriage four shad- 
owy forms. A man ran towards him, level- 
ing a pistol and shouting that if he moved 
he would be a dead man. Barnes stood still, 
as did the other frightened villagers who Had 
been awakened from their sleep by the éx- 
plosion. A little later two more men rus 
out of the bank, and then came another 4x- 
plosion that blew out the windows in 
front of the bank. The two men who Had 
come out of the building went back, and tha 
few minutes came out again, and a third ex- 
plosion shook the little town. While the 
smoke was still drifting out of the door the 
two men who were doing the safe blowing 
disappeared again inside the bank, and came 
out carrying baskets jingling with coin. 
They made several trips into the bank's 
vault, and then, after a low conference, all 
six of the robbers climbed into the carriage 
and drove away. A man on the front seat 
of the carriage, who had kept guard at the 
rear of the bank during the robbery, pointed 
a gun at the white faces that looked out of 
the windows of the houses by which the car- 
riage passed, and several times the robbers 
shouted that any one coming into the street 
was liable to be killed. | 


No One to Lead Pursuit. 

It was ten minutes before any one dared 
venture out and then there was no one who 
would volunteer to lead a pursuit. The citi- 
zens gathered around the bank, which looked 
like a ruin. The front windows had been 
shattered by the explosions and the chairs 
and office furniture smashed into kindling 


wood against the front wall. The pictures 


had been blown down and most of the 
plastering shaken from the walls and ceiling. 
An examination of the bank doors showed 
that the robbers had filled the cracks and 
covered the outer door with paste dynamite. 
Three attempts were made before the inner 


recess of the safe was reached. The money, 
between $6,000 and $7,000 in cash, was in a 


small steel chest, which the robbers broke 
open with ease. They took besides the money 
nearly $50,000 of bank paper. A gold watch 
and chain, the property of the cashier's 
wife, was not taken, but everything else in 
sight that had the least value was carefully 
carried away. The Sheriff and the other au- 


| thorities of Kalamazoo County are making 


every effort to capture the robbers, but the 
many conflicting stores told by the agitated 
townspeople give them but little substantial 
in the nature of a clew to work on. 


It is not likely that the Richland (Mich.) 
bank work was done by Chicago crooks. 
Thé Chicago police say that safe breakers 
who have been operating in and about Chi- 
cago during the last few years have entirely 
discarded the use of explosives in breaking 
open safes. One reason for this is that 
high explosives are immediately dangerous 
to those using them and another is the fact 
it is impossible to blow open a safe without | 
attracting the attention of persons in the 


neighborhood. 


No good safe worker uses explosives 
nowadays,’ said an old-time Central Sta- 
tion dotective last night. “In this age of 
improved machinery the safe breakez has 


| kept pace with the times. Safe breakers. 
| who know their business can get into an or- 
| dimary safc in half an hour without taking 


any chances of killing themselves or alarm- 
ing the police by the noise of an explosion. 
They now carry with them a little machine 
with which a hole is drilled in a safe door. 
Then they can insert a plug and with the 
ald of a lever Ute the door off its hinges 
without making a noise. .

TROOPS RUN 
BOAT. 


Yukon Captain Calls on Unit- 
ed States Soldiers to Save 
Him from the Pas- 

sengers. 


HIS LIFE IS THREATENED. 


Serious Condition of River Traf- 
fic at St. Michael’s Which 
May Result in 
Violence. 


ARGONAUTS ARE ENRAGED. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 5.—[SpecialL ]—As an 
outcome of the serious situation at St. Mich- 
ael’s, there are several hundred passengers 
bound for up-Yukon points who have been 
unable to get ashore. The steamship 
Progresso is in charge of United States 
troops, who have been placed on board on 
the application of Captain Gilboy, master 
of the vessel. 

The Progresso’s case is the worst of any 
of the half dozen boats in the harbor, as yet 
unable to make connections, and the pas- 
sengers, angry at their enforced detention, 
had determined to make away with Captain 
Gilboy. It is stated that he would not allow 
any of them to go ashore, nor could any one 
board the vessel from land, and it is said that 
the shortage of supplies on board has re- 
sulted in Gilboy’s unwelcome guests being 
only half fed. He applied to the troops for 
protection, fearing he would be killed. 


Chicago Party on Board. 
Among the expeditions on the Progresso 
is a commercial company headed by M. A. 
Baber of Chicago. He has 200 tons of sup- 
plies, intended to stock a number of stores 
at various points along the river. There 
is à prospect that a few of Progresso’s pas- 
sengers may succeed in getting up the river. 
They have arranged with’Captain Frank 
Worth o: the May West, to be taken on the 
next trip hey the Yukon and probably will be 
able to secure their release from Captain 
Gilboy. 
The news of the predicament of the Pro- 
gresso’s passengers was, brought to this 
city today by the steamer Dirigo, Captain 
C. T. Hall, which succeeded in breaking the 
blockage at St. Michael’s and left there 
July 23. It is the first of the stranded ves- 
sels to get away, having paid back to a 
large majority of its passengers their pas- 
sage money. It. brought out, forty, Klon- 
000. The most wealth

The dearth of river boats at St. Michael’s 
has been materially relieved by the arrival 
of the Brixham with the river steamers 
Pingree and Michigan in tow and the ar- 
rival of the Laurada and South Portland 
with supplies and four river steamers. 
When the Dirigo left all three boats were 
discharging. 


Treasure on the J. J. Healy. 

The steamer John J. Healy has reached 
St. Michael's from Dawson with 2,500 pounds 
of gold, in charge of Canadian mounted po- 
lice, belonging to the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. The treasure is worth about 
$500,000 and will be shipped to Seattle by 
the Roanoke, due here next week. The 
Healy had many wealthy passengers. 

P. B. Weare of Chicago, on his way down 
the river, met the steamer Portus B. Weare 
at a point near Andreafski, and, on ascer- 
taining that its cargo consisted principally 
of liquor, peremptorily ordered it to return 
to St. Michael's, saying that river boats 
must be loaded with supplies, not liquor. 
It left up river again on July 22 with a full 
cargo of provisions and miners’ supplies.

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 4.—[Delayed in 
transmission.]—Major General Shafter has 
received orders to move his entire army 
north at once. The six transports here 
will take the first shipments, and the em- 
barkation will begin tomorrow. There is 
great rejoicing among the troops. 

The volunteer regiments will be shipped 
in the following order: First Illinois, First 
District of Columbia, Seventy-first New 
York, Ninth Massachusetts, Second Massa- 
chusetts, Eighth Illinois, Thirty-third Michi- 
gan, Thirty-fourth Michigan. No tenting or 
surplus baggage will be taken back to the 
United States. 

From the moment Secretary Alger’s mes- 
sage was received this morning, ordering 
the instant removal of the army north, 
cverything has been bustle and activity 
at headyuarters. The transports here, six 
in number, have been ordered to discharge 
their cargoes and to get ready without loss 
of time to take on board the first ship- 
ments for home. Other transports are ex- 
pected here shortly, and it is expected that 
eighteen transports will soon be convey- 
ing our soldiers back to the United States.

NINTH OFF FOR FLORIDA. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 5.—[Speclal.I— The 
Eighth Regiment has been ordered to be in 
readiness to leave Camp Tanner for Santiago 
to take the place of the First Regiment of 
Illinois Volunteers, in command of Henry 
L. Turner. 

The correspondence leading up to the order 
was as follows: 

“ Springfield, III., Aug. 4, 1898.—The Hon. 
H. C. Corbin, Adjutant General, Washington, 
D. „: I have called the officers of tie 
Eighth Illinois, colored, in conference, and 
they are unanimously and enthusiastically 
in favor of being sent to relieve the First 
Illinois at Santiago. JOHN R. TANNER.” 

„Washington, D. C., Aug. 6, 1898.—Gov- 
ernor Tanner, Springfield, III.: The Secre- 
tary of War appreciates much the offer of 
the Eighth Illinois Volunteer Infantry for 
duty in Santiago, and has directed that the 
regiment be sent there on steamer Yale, leav- 
ing New York next Tuesday. The main 
trouble with our troops now in Cuba is that 
they are suffering from exhaustion and ex- 
posure incident to one of the most trying 
campaigns to which soldiers have ever been 
subjected. H. C. CORBIN, 

Adjutant General.“ 

The order was placed in the hands of 
Colonel John R. Marshall by a messenger 
while the former sat in front of his tent at 
4:30 o'clock this afternoon. Colonel Marshall 
tendered his command to this service late 
Thursday night through Governor Tanner. 
The offer was promptly forwarded to Wash- 
ington and before noon of today Governor 
Tanner received a telegram from Adjutant 
General Corbin stating that orders would be 
issued during the day for the Eighth to go 
to Santiago. 

The information was promptly sent to 
Colonel Marshall, and soon the tidings was 
noised about camp. The Colonel of the com- 
mand and his subordinates sat around for 
several hours anxiously awaiting the formal 
orders.

Fever Expert’s Views. 


Dr. John B. Hamilton of Chicago, who is 
superintendent of the Northern Hospital 
for the Insane at Elgin, and who was Sur- 
geon General of the United States Marine 
Hospital service for many years, was tn the 
city today and expressed his opinion of the 
matter of sending the colored soldiers to 
Santiago. Dr. Hamilton is one of the best 
informed surgeons in Illinois on yellow fever 
and methods of treating it, having had active 
experience in that work. He said: * 
In my opinion the services of the colored 
regiment will be of extreme value at this 
time. While negroes are not absolutely im- 
munes, many of them are immune, and all 
of them, if they have yellow fever, have it 
lightly.”’ 

The Ninth Regiment, in command of 
Colonel James R. Campbell, got away today 
and is now speeding toward the scene of ac- 
tion. It left by the Wabash for Decatur, 
and from there to East St. Louls, and thence 
to Jacksonville, Fla., to join General Fitz- 
hugh Lee. 

Cofonel Campbell was with the soldiers 
of the first section, and he smiled pleasantly 
as the crowd on the platform cheered and 
waved handkerchiefs at the departing sol- 
diers. Major Funkhouser was in command 
of the second section, composed of E, F, G, 
and H companies, and Major Spencer 
brought up the rear with I, K, L, and M com- 
panies.

Praise by Governor Tanner. 


Governor Tanner visited the camp today 
and said good-by to the Ninth in an ad- 
dress, in which he complimented the men 
on their soldierly bearing and the progress 
which they had made during the last month 
in camp. He was enthusiastically greeted 
by the soldiers and his remarks were inter- 
rupted at intervals by loud cheering and 
applause. He said in part: 

* This regiment typically represents Amer- 
ican citizenship. In this country our stand- 
ing army is a little body of 25,000 men, which 
is only a bagatelle to do police duty in times 
of peace. Under our system of government 
our whole fabric rests upon public senti- 
ment. The army and naval guard of the 
United States is the patriotism that abides 
in the breasts of its citizens. In these United 
States all power resides with the people. 
Every man is a sovereign. When the cloud 
of war shadows our country, when the 
flag is assailed, when the honor of the 
country is jeopardized, this regiment, called | 
from the body of the people, is an illustra- 
tion of the strength of our government. 
This is a war unlike any we have had in 
this country in your day or mine. Since 1947 
the country has enjoyed peace and tranquil-" 
lity with the whole world. Today we are at 
war with a foreign foe in the cause of hu- 
manity. It is, therefore, a war for the whole 
people of this country, and in this war we 
know no South, no North, no Hast, no West. 
We know no politics, no Republicans, no 
Democrats, no Populists. We are all pa- 
triots, and we have the same patriotic inter- 
est in the same common cause, for our flag,

GOOD ORDER IS PRESERVED. 


Santiago, July 21.—[Correspondence of the 
Associated Press. The Santiago storekeep- 
ers are reaping a good harvest from our 
soldiers and officers. The men are supplying 
the needs and requirements of many weeks, 
and it is surprising to see how many of our 
officers and not a few of our common sol- 
ders are familiar with the Spanish tongue. 
A good interpreter is always in demand, 
however, and the heart of the distressed 
storekeeper warms up to the man who will 
Straighten out his perplexities with a cus- 
tomer who shouts in English, evidently be- 
lieving the loudness of his words will carry 
understanding to those addressed. 

And how the shopkeepers do rob the 
Americans on exchange! An American dol- 
lar is worth two Spanish dollars, but in the 
beginning our men did not know this, and 
American gold was given for Spanish silver 
values. Our paper money is already circu- 
lating in the town. It is much sought after. 
The Spaniards also believe the Americans 
are honest. A certain tailor discovered that 
he was giving gold values for paper money 
calling for redemption in silver. He gathered 
up nearly $200 worth of silver certificates 
and hurried with it to a banker. His relief 
was great beyond words when he learned 
they were worth as much as gold, and his 
faith in America was established, 

The city pawnshops are overstocked, and 
many a souvenir of the Cuban campaign 
that goes back to the United States has come 
from these places. Old, Spanish silver and 
jewelry, watches, and even magnificent 
carved leather chairs, made centuries ago 
in old Spain, will remind certain Americans 
of Santiago de Cuba. But of the many 
souvenirs that will be carried away a good 
machete, bought from a Spanish officer, is 
the most popular. Many of the souvehirs 
now acquired with so much trouble will never 
reach the United States. 
still many weary marches before them, 
maybe, and what is bought and well paid 
for today will, perhaps, be later thrown 
away. 

There has been but one restaurant in town 
where the American officers have been able 
to find food. It is on the main plaza in 
front of the American flag on the palace, and 
Its bill of fare up to today has been limited 
to fish, meat, canned green peas, and coffee. 
A meal costs $2 in gold, and the restaurant 
is coining money. Drinkables have always 
been plentiful, however, and champagne was 
sold in large quantities This restaurant is 
the principal rendezvous for the foreigners 
of the city, and in default of any hotel in 
operation its prestige will continue. 

The liberality of American methods of local 
restriction and proper sdfeguards for the 
P of order are noticeable, and 
here are up to this writing no records of an 
abuse of the power they have acquired. The 
people of Santiago are well pleased with us 


in this respect. , 
WHEELER MAKES HIS REPORT. 


Official Account of the Fighting of the 
Cavalry Division Before 


Santiago. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The following 
report of Major General Joseph Wheeler on 
the operations before Santiago de Cuba has 
become avallable: 

Before Santiago, Cuba, July 7.—To Ad- 
jutant General Fifth Army Corps—Sir: After 
the engagement of June 241 pushed forward 
my command through the valley, Lawton's 
and Kent’s commands occupying the hills in 
the vicinity of that place. After two days’ 
rest Lawton was ordered forward, and on 
the night of the 30th instructions were given 
by Major General Shafter to this officer to 
attack Caney, while the cavalry division and 
Kent's division were ordered to move for- 
ward on the regular Santiago road. The 
movement commenced on the morning of 
July 1, The cavalry division advanced and 
formed its line with its left near the Santiago 
road, while Kent’s division formed its line 
with the right joining the left of the cavairy 
division. 

Colonel McClernand of General Shafter’s 
staff directed me to give instructions to 
General Kent, which I complied with in per- 
son, at the same time personally directing 
General Sumner to move forward. The men 
were all compelled to wade the San Juan 
River to get into line. This was done under 
heavy fire of both infaytry and artillery. 
Our balloon, having been sent up right by the 
main road, was made a mark of by the 
enemy. 

“It was evident that we were as much 
under fire in forming the line as we would 
be by an advance, and I therefore pressed 
the command forward from the covering 
under which it was formed. It emerged into 
open space in full view of the enemy, who 
occupied breastworks and batteries on the 
crest of the hill which overlooks Santiago, 
officers and men falling at every step. 

“The troops advanced gallantly, soon 
reached the foot of the hill, and ascended, 
driving the enemy from their works and oc- 
cupying them on the crest of the hill. 
accomplish this required courage and de- 
termination on the part of the officers and 
men of a high order, and the losses were 
severe. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Gen- 
eral Sumner and General Kent and their 
gallant brigade commanders, Colonel Wood 
and Colonel Carroll of the cavalry, General 
Hamilton 8.

I—The Amer- 
icans have taken peaceful possession of the 
eastern portion of the island. Small parties 
of marines have been landed, who have 
lighted lamps in the lighthouse at Cape San 
Juan and other lighthouses along the coast. 
They met with no resistance. Indeed, at 
Cape San Juan deputations of citizens came 
out to meet them.

HCW MILES LANDED HIS TROOPS 


War When the Invading Army 
. Reached Porto Rico. 


Guanica, Island of Porto Rico, July 25, via 
St. Thomas, D. W. I., July 26.—[Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.]—When the 
Associated Press dispatch boat Cynthia II. 
arrived at Guantanamo Bay last Thursday, 
| July 21, at 6 p. m., General Miles and his 
squadron were just starting for Porto Rico, 
The transports were slower than the por- 
polses that clumsily gamboled around them, 
and there was a feeling of relief when Gen- 
| eral Miles, on Sunday morning, headed south 
| by west into the Mona passage and it became 
known that the southern and not the north- 
ern coast of Porto Rico was to be the scene 
of the landing of the American army on the 
Island of Porto Rico. 


(formerly J. Pierpont Morgan’s yacht Cor- 
sair), commanded by Lieutenant Comman- 
der Wainwright, turned toward the Porto 
Rican coast and steamed into the harbor 
of Guanica. The Gloucester went ahead of 
the Massachusetts, the Yale, and the Co- 
lumbia, the lead line constantly going and 
the commander pointing out outside the 
points which embr«ced the harbor the safest 
anchorage for the vig warship. 


First Fight in Porto Rico. 


As the Massachusetts and its consorts let 
go their anchors Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright headed the Gloucester into the 
port, and for a time was lost to view. 


pounders was heard, and then silence fol- 
lowed. The dispatch boat thereupon ob- 
tained permission to enter the harbor, and 
steamed in after the Gloucester. 

As the dispatch boat entered the harbor 
those on board of it saw the launch of the 
Gloucester, with a rapid-fire Colt gun in its 
bow, land about thirty sailors under Lieu- 
tenant Huse. The little party promptly ad- 
vanced on the run to the spot from which 
the Spanish flag was floating. The red and 
yellow of Spain was quickly hauled down, 
and then up went the Stars and Stripes on 
the Spanish flagstaff, a hearty cheer rising. 

A few minutes later there was a spiteful 
spatter of bullets around the Gloucester, 
from a squad of Spanish soldiers, who were 
concealed among the houses up the main 
street of Guanico, which runs direct from 
the beach: In less time than it takes to tell 
‘it the treacherous guerrilla-like foes, who 
had not fired a shot while their flag was up, 
were fleecing in every direction before the 
answering fire of the Americans ashore, 
backed up by the guns of the Gloucester, on 
board of which even the doctor and paymas- 
ter took a hand in serving the pieces. The 
four six-pounders of the converted yacht 
merrily shelled the blockhouse and the hills 
to the west, sending some Spanish cavalry, 
on their way to reinforce Guanico, scurry- 
ing toward the mountains like jackrabbits 
before a prairie fire. 


Quick Work on Shore. 


Ashore Lieutenant Huse and his men had 
not been idle. 

‘As much for practice as for anything,” 
as he put it, they threw up an intrenchment 
across the street, mounted the Colt rapid- 
fire gum in its center, tangled some barbed 
wire in front of the intrenchments to repel 
a possible cavalry charge, signaled for rein- 
forcements, and then opened fire on the 
Spaniards with the Colt, with the result that 
four of the enemy were soon killed, while 
not one American was even wounded. 

General Miles stopped on his way ashore, 
boarded the Gloucester, and warmly thanked 
Lieutenant Commander Wainwright, for, 
had not the Spaniards been uncovered by the 
Gloucester’s fire,many American lives would 
have been sacrificed in the landing of the 
troops, which followed immediately. 

The landing of the troops was easily ec- 
complished, having been carefully planned. 
A strong detachment of troops was sent to 
Yauco, a small place about five miles inland, 
which. forms the western terminus of the 
railroad leading to Ponce, fifteen miles dis- 
tant, due east.

WANDERER LANDS 
SUPPLIES AT THREE . 
POINTS IN CUBA. 


Ashore Successfully After the 
Vessel Was Once Repulsed with 
Injury at Bahia Honda. 


Key West, Fla., Aug. 5.—The steamship 

Wanderer returned here today after effect- 

ing a successful landing of arms and am- 

munition at three different points on the 
coast. 

It left here early in July with about forty 
Cubans anxious to join their fighting com- 
patriots and eleven members of the Third 
United States Cavalry to protect the land- 
ing of about 2,000 rifles and carbines, with 
nearly a million cartridges. 

On July 23 it attempted to discharge its 
cargo at Bahia Honda. Province of Pinar 
del Rio, but was fought off by a force of 
several hundred Spaniards, who peppered 
the ship’s hull with Mauser bullets, killed 
three Cuban scouts who were waiting to 
receive the expedition, and wounded six of 
the Wanderer’s crew. The steamer then 
came back to Key West, left its injured men 
in the hospital here, and started on its sec- 
ond attempt. This time it went to a point 
about six miles east of Bahia Honda, where 
it met a small party of insurgents from 
Colonel Carillo’s fomges but no Spaniards. 
About one-third of its cargo was discharged 
here and twenty-five Cubans were put 
ashore. 

The Wanderer then headed for the mouth 
of the Manati River, Province of Porto 
Principe, where, on the night of July 30, 
it landed without difficulty about the same 
quantity of arms and ammunition and seven 
Cubans. From there it went to Porto 
Padre, in the same province, where the re- 
mainder of its cargo a men were disem- 
barked. All three landings were made with- 
out the necessity of firing a shot. 

The torpedo boat Talbot returned here to- 
day. On Monday last, under a flag of truce. 
it steamed to within a mile and a half of 
Morro Castle, where the Spantsh torpedo 
boat destroyer Pinzon came out and re- 
ceived its papers. 7

JEFFRIES SHATTERS HIS ARM. 


Injury Occurs in the Fight 
Bob Armstrong—O’Donnell 
Bout Called Off, 


New York, Aug. 5.—Jim Jeffries, the much- 
heralded heavyweight pugilist from Califor- 
nia, was to have fought Bob Armstrong and 
Steve O'Donnell for ten rounds each before 
the Lenox Athletic club tonight, but he was 
only able to y out half of his proposed 
task. He — 4 and defeated him, 
but in doing so he shattered his left arm and 
was unable to meet O'Donnell. This was an 
unfortunate thing, both for Jeffries and the 
club, as the former felt perfectly confident of 
defeating both men and the managers of the 
club were sorry to be compelled to disap- 
point their patrons. Many shrewd judges 
of boxers were. satisfied that Jeffries is a 
promising and coming pugilist, and they 
hope that the Injury to his arm will not be 
serious. 

Armstrong went at it rather carefully at. 
first. There was considerable sparring and 
some gool blows were exchanged, Armstrong 
receiving some hard jabs. By the beginning 
of the sixth round Bob was aware that he 
was up against a stiff game and went at it 
accordingly. The result was that in the 
ninth round Bob was weakening, but came 
up game. He jabbed a left on the face and 
Jeffries hooked his right on the ribs. Jeffries 
then uppercut with a left on the face and 
jabbed the same glove to the face twice. 
Jeffries continued this line of attack all 
through the round and Armstrong did not 
land a blow. 

In the last round they shook hands at the 
referee’s bidding and Jeffries hooked his 
right on the ribs. Phey exchanged lefts on 
the face, and after a good deal of footwork 
Jeffries put Bob flat on his back with a 
left. swing on the head. Bob took eight sec- 
onde of rest, and when he came up Jeffries 
hooked right and left on the jaw. These 
blows dazed Armstrong, but Jeffries kept 
pounding him, and Armstrong ran to the 
ropes without making an effort to strike 
back. It was all one-sided now, and al- 
though Armstrong staid the limit he did so 
by running away from the big fellow. The 
referee declared Jeffries the winner, while 
Armetrong’s friends were telling thé col- 
ored man that he had donewell. Armstrong 
certainly stood the gaff fairly well, but 
he was far outclassed. 

Those who were near the ringside looked 

at Jeffries’ injured hand, and it was certainly 
in bad shape. O'Donnell entered the ring 
and said he would box Armstrong to pacify 
the crowd, but. Armstrong had had enough 
and refused to go on.

KIPLEY DEFIES THE CORONER. 


Instructs the Police to Take Corpses 
to the Nearest Undertaking 
Establishments. 


Chief Kipley yesterday issued an order to 
police inspectors directing that the bodies of. 
persons meeting death by violence or any 
undue means shall be taken to the nearest 
undertaking establishment in the neighbor- 
hood where the body is found. When the 
Police department is called to take charge 
of bodies where the relatives or friends are 
present it is ordered that the bodies shall. 
be taken to whatever place the relatives 
direct, in order that they be put to as little 
expense as possible. 

Berz said the order was simply 
a repetition of the Chief 's former orders, but 
he makes them more emphatic. 
“I shall abide by my resolution not to 
hold an inquest at any undertaking estab- 
lishment not designated by me or one of 
my deputies,”’ the Coroner added. “I have 
given the Mayor and police a list of these 
places and if they want to take bodies there 
all right; if not, I will simply have my depu- 
ties view the corpse where it lies and hold 
the inquest elsewhere. 

By this order the city authorities are 
only increasing my work and not deriving 
any good of it themselves. I have but 
seven deputies who hold inquests, and these 
sometimes investigate three or four deaths 
a day. If they have to go to twenty differ- 
ent establishments in as many parts of the 
city it would require a day to hold each 
inquest and sometimes longer. Some bodies 
would lie perhaps three days before the jury 
could see them.

TO EVADE ANTI-CIGARET LAW. 
Towa Dealers Hit Upon a Plan to Sell 


the Goods Without Incurring the 
Legal Penalty. 


Waterloo, Ia., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—By next 


week cigarets will be on sale in nearly all 
the large cities and towns of the State, the 
American Tobacco company guaranteeing 
the dealers indemnity from successful pros- 
ecution for violation of the anti-cigaret law. 
At the extra session an amendment was 
adopted providing for a mulet tax of $300 
per year for violation of the law. 


The original anti-cigaret law was sus- 


tained by the United States court in a case 
which went up from Cedar Rapids, the court 
holding that the cigarets when brought into 
the State in boxes containing a number of 
small packages were not in original pack- 
ages, and the prohibition of sale was not an 
inference with interstate commerce. , 


The American Tobacco company now pro- 


poses to ship cigarets from St. Louis to 
Iowa dealers in packages containing ten 
cigarets, but these packages are to be 
shipped to the retailer loose—that is, not con- 
tained in any large package. The company 
signs a contract with the dealer containing 
the following guaranty: 


In case you are arrested or indicted for 


selling in Iowa such cigarets so recel 

| from us in the unbroken packages as re- 
ceived, we will furnishat our expense coun- 
sel to appear for you, and will bear all ex- 
penses of such litigation 


The dealer is only required to see that 


the cigarets are delivered to him in the small 
original packages, and is not to sell to min- 
ors. Contracts have been made witha large 
number of dealers in all the large townsand 
in some of the smaller ones, and cigarets are 
now being shipped to the dealers in immense 
quantities,

Boston, Mass., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—In re- 
gard to the resignation of Colonel Wood-. 
ward and other officers of the Sixth Massa- - 
chusetts Regiment at Porto Rico, the fol- 
lowing dispatch has been received from 
Ponce: 

Much unfavorable comment is heard be- 
cause of the course of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts. In two marches stragglers from this 
regiment fell from six to eight miles be- 
hind the American column, and General 
Henry today held an examination of officers - 
as to their fitness under section 80 of the 
volunteer regulations. The Colonel, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, Major, and two Captains 
probably will be permitted toresign. There 
are only about 500 men in this regiment, but 
General Henry's course may brace up other 
volunteers.“ 

All of the officers have been summoned 
before a deficiency board, but have availed 
themselves of their prerogatives of resign- 
ing. A cable to the Boston Transcript from 
its correspondent at Porto Rico as follows: 

Ponce, Porto Rico, Aug. 4, via St. 
Thomas, Aug. 6.—Of the Sixth Massachu-

Fourteen Arches of Triumph. 


There are to be fourteen triumphal arche 
representing scenes and heroes of the war.

The following suggestions 
for arches have been made: 

First arch, representing Admiral Dewey’s 
victory, showing the forts at Cavite and the 
American and Spanish fleets. The battle is 
to be-portrayed by electric lights. 

The second arch will represent the naval 
leaders, Dewey, Sampson, Schley, and Wat- 
son in chariots at the four corners of the 
arch facing the center, where will stand a 
heroic double figure of victory extending her 
four hands to crown the heroes. The third 
will portray the sinking of the Merrimac 
in the harbor of Santiago. 

Arch four will be the historical arch. Efght 
ornamented pillars will support a turning 
turret of a battleship, from which the muz- 
zles of cannon will protrude. Signal shots 
and salutes will be fired at the proper time 
from these cannon. Ornaments of laurel 
wreathed medallion portraits of the great- 
est ne will be grouped around the 
arch.

It is proposed that the different national- 
ities, which are all organized and ready to 
respond, shall be invited to give a grand

BISMARCK MEETING TO BE AT THE 
AUDITORIUM ON AUG. 15. 


Executive Committee of the German 
Organisation Decides on the 932 
Luther Lafiin Mills and Professor 
Camillo von Klense to Be the Speak- 
erse—Large Chorus Is Arranged by 
Director Balatka—Poem on the Dead 
Prince Will Be Read. 


Germans of Chicago will pay tribute to 
Prince Bismarck by a memorial mass-meet- 
ing on Monday evening, Aug. 15, at the 
Auditorium. The Executive committee of 
the impromtu organization was informed 
yesterday morning that the Auditorium was 
available for that evening and the decision 
was made at once. 

The question of program was considered 
in a general way, with the result that the 
speakers announced definitely are Luther 
Lafiin Mills and Professor Camillo von 
Klenze of the University of Chicago. The 
latter’s eulogy will be in German, while Mr. 
Mills will make the English address. 

The preparation of the music program was 
left to Hans Balatka, musical director. Mr. 
Balatka called a meeting last night at 
Jung’s Hall of the leaders of the different 
German singing societies and secured from 
them the prmise of a chorus of 500 voices. 
He will conduct the chorus and lead the 
orchestra. 

The songs selected were: The Prayer 
Before the Battle,“ by Moehring; “ The 
Watch on the Rhine,” the German national 
air; and “The Star-Spangled Banner.“ 
Plans for rehearsals were perfected also. 
Director Balatka expects to have a chorus 
that will fill the great hall with a volume 
of sound. 

In addition to the orations and to the 
music a poem will be read. The subject will 
de Bismarck,“ but the author is as yet 
unknown. It is understood that several 
poems have been presented to the committee 
and that the selection is attended with dif- 
ficulties. No announcement of the winner 
of the contest will be made until after the 
meeting of the genera] Committee of Ar- 
rangements on Monday night at Jung’s Hall. 

A rehearsal of the musical numbers will be 
held at the North Side Turner Hall tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, and the members of 
all the German singing clubs and minner- 
chors are solicited to be present. 


MEMOIRS IN FOUR LANGUAGES. 


Work of the Dead Prince Will Appear 
in Book Form Before 
Christmas. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK

London, Aug. 5.—The Daily News’ Berlin 

correspondent says: 

** Bismarck’s memoirs will be published 
before Christmas by the publishing house of 
Cotta at Leipsic. The memoirs were se- 
cured in 1891 by Privy Councilor Kroner, A 
member of the firm of publishers, who bound 
themselves not to break the seal of the pack- 
et containing the m ript until fourteen 
days after the death the Prince. The sheets 
are for the most part in the Prince's own 
handwriting, only the addenda being writ- 
ten by Dr. Chrysander, his secretary. 

“The work of getting the matter ready 
for print will be begun in a few days, but 
it will be some time before it will be possible 
to publish the works, since it is intended 
that the book shall appear in the German, 
English, French, and Italian languages 
simultaneously.“ 

Hamburg, Aug. 5.—The police here are 
proceeding, at the instance of Prince Her- 
bert Bismarck, under an application to the 
Altona Provincial Court, against two pho- 
tographers, Wilcke and Priester, for enter- 
ing the castle of Friedrichsruhe and photo- 
graphing the remains of Prince Bismarck 
shortly after his death.

CUBANS IN FAVOR OF UNION. 


Change of Sentiment, Often Predicted 
by “ The Chicago Tribune,“ 
Now Apparent. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 23.—[New York 
Tribune Correspondence. — Among the 
American citizens of Cuban birth and per- 
haps generally among thoS8e who desire an- 
nexation to the United States the rift be- 
tween the Amerocan and Cuban forces has 
been a source of concern. What has made 
this breach of especial moment just at this 
time is the surprising sentiment in favor of 
union that has grown in the Cuban army 
itself. Not that the men of General Garcia’s 
troops are giving any particular thought to 
the political future of their island—they are 
chiefly negroes of limitel education and in- 
telligence who are more interested in filling 
their stomachs than in questions of govern- 
ment—but among the officers there has been 
‘a remarkable shift of feeling. 

Most astonishing and significant is the 
change in General Garcia himself. He had 
been known as a most uncompromising foe 


to annexation. Nor was this strange. As 


one of the most important leaders of the 
insurgents he would naturally prefer as the 
fruition of his labors and risks the establish- 
ment of an independent government to the 
merging with a larger country. In a Cuban 
republic the rewards of all military heroes 
would be more glittering than one State ofa 
union, with only a small voice in national 
and international affairs, Within the last 
few days, however, General Garcia has ex- 
pressed his opinion that the welfare of Cuba 
depended on her joining the sisterhood of the 
United States, Partly on account of his 
attitude and partly on account of the same 
reasons which led to his conversion many 
of his officers now side with him. 

In General Garcia’s army there is appar- 
ently no line between the white and black 
troops. They stand side by side in the same 
regiments. Several of the most important 
Generals are negroes. To the stranger, 
therefore, this revelation about race feeling 
comes as a surprise. But an intimate knowl- 
edge of the conditions leads to assurances 
from various persons that the possible as- 
cendency of the blacks, especially in Santi- 
ago Province, is already the cause of un- 
easiness, They are in the majority there, 
and under the leadership of shrewd men of 
their own race who had won distinction as 
soldiers they would surely become important 
factors, 

It might seem that under a democratic 
government negro domination here would be 
equally likely, whether the single star of 
Cuba remained in her flag or was added to 
the blue field of the American ensign. White 
Cubans who have studied the question be- 
lieve that independence would make the dan- 
ger greater. Under it, they say, the country 
would have an army of its own, in which the 
negro element would be strong. .The race 
would then be organized and under its own 
leaders and would act more or less asa 
unit. Under annexation there would be no 
army save that of the United States and no 
aggregations of colored men. As individuals 
the negroes would be easily managed by the 
superior intelligence of the white people. 

Then, too, there would not be the same in- 
centives to political activity and ambition 
on the part of their leaders. In a single 
State of the union the prizes to be won at 
the polls would be almost wholly local, In 
a nation they would appeal much more to 
the display-loving negroes. To be Com- 
mander-in-Chief.of the army or Minister to 
France would be vastly more attractive than 
to be Mayor ofa city. ; 

Cubans seem to base their opinions on the 
belief that the United States would gladly 
welcome their rich domain into Statehood. 
Of the feeling in the larger country against

DECLARED ILLEGAL. 
Isaac Lansing's Petition for an In-

Schenke bridge—Mallette, Kelly—2. 

Strobel bridge—Eckhart. Carter, Boldenweck—3. 

Finally, on the eleventh ballot, Trustee 
Boldenweck changed to the Scherzer bridge, 
which gave it five votes and settled the mat- 


ter. 
No Minority Report Expected. 

When this recommendation is reported to 
the meeting of the Drainage board it is not 
thought a minority report will be offered, al- 
though one may be, and while it is probable 
that Trustees Carter and Eckhart will refuse 
to vote, the prospect is the report will be 
adopted and the Scherzer bridge formally 
chosen. 

The Scherzer company, which expects thus 
to secure the contract, is a Chicago institu- 
tion and manufactures what is known as a 
rolling lift bridge.“ The maln character 
istic of its construction is it has no center 
pier, but the main span, over the canal, di- 
vides in the middle, and when the draw is 
opened each side lifts up on hinges at the 
shore ends, like a cellar door. There are 
counterbalance weights which minimize the 
power necessary to lift the halves of the 
draw, which are like great aprons. The 
length of the draw is to be 120 feet. 

The Schenke bridge is also a lift bridge, 
While the Strobel is a center pier structure. 
This its opponents gave as a reason for op- 
posing it, as well as the fact it prevides for 
butaneighty-foot draw, Its supporters urged 
its adoption, saying eighty feet is as wide a, 
draw as will ever be needed, and that there is 
no objection to a center pier. 

The proposed bridge is to accommodate 
the trains of the Northern Pacific, Panhan- 
dle, and Union Stock-Yards railroads.

MORE RIOTS 
Arx OSHKOSH. 


Attempt to Start Up Sash and 
Door Mills Results in a 
Pitched Battle. 


STRIKERS ATTACK MEN. 


Police Use Their Clubs Freely 
and Many Rioters Are 
Severely Pounded. 


WOMEN LEAD THE STRIKERS. 


Oshkosh, Wis., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—A mob 
of strikers attempted to prevent the Morgan 
company’s employés from going to work 
today, and there was a battle between them 
and the police. 

It was shortly after 6 o’clock this morning 
groups of strikers and their wives and chil- 
dren began to gather in front of the office 
of the Morgan Lumber company on Oregon 
street. These groups increased rapidly and 
became more aggressive, until at the work- 
ing hour of 7 o’clock a threatening mob had 
congregated. It was largely composed of 
the troublesome foreign element. 

When the workmen of the Morgan com- 
pany, residing on the south side, saw the 
mob gathering they made no attempt to go 
to work, but remained at their homes in 
safety. 

The north side workmen, however, came 
as far as Light street bridge and there 
stopped to consider the advisability of pro- 
ceeding further. The workmen decided to 
go to work, and after forty or fifty of them 
had collected they proceeded, with four po- 
licemen and Albert Morgan at the head, to 
make for the mill. 

The rioters saw the men approaching and 
prepared with much noise and threats to 
give the “ scabs’ a warm reception. Armed 
with heavy clubs and quantities of stones, 
they rushed toward the south approach of 
the bridge to head off the oncoming police 
and workmen, 

Large numbers of the rioters climbed upon 
the lumber piles in the yard abutting the 
sidewalk on the east side of Oregon street 
and made ready to throw their missiles down 
upon the workmen. As soon as the scabs ”’ 
came within fighting distance a volley of 
sticks sailed through the air, and though 
the policemen and workmen fought valiant- 
ly for a short time they were unarmed and 
outnumbered, and so broke into a retreat, 
leaving the mob apparently in full 
of the situation. 


Mob Attacks the Police. 


The first skirmish and repulse of the work- 
mon of the Morgan company plant this morn- 
ing angered Chief Weisbrod, and he deter- 
mined to teach the rioters a lesson. Quick- 
ly assembling his men from their stations 
at the other mills, a squad of between twen- 
ty and twenty-five policemen marched 
across the Light street bridge. As they 
came on close to the crowd, the riotere hoot- 
ed and jeered, The mobJeaders began again 
to throw their missiles, and amid à fusillade 
of stones, clubs,.eggs, bags of salt, and 
weapons, the police bravely stood their 
ground, advancing slowly as they clubbed 
their way clear, 995 

Many of the leaders were cut and severely 
pounded and the blood flowed freely from 
their wounds. Those strikers that could be 
secured were thrown into the patrol wagon 
and taken to the lockup. 

The women were most aggressive and as 
soon as the police made an effort to ar- 
rest any ot them the men would come up 
and fight until worsted. In the end the 
police gained the position and the mob was 
dispersed. 

The big fight being over, the police pro- 
ceeded to clear the streets in all directions 
and for some time quiet reigned. 


Women Placed in Jail. 


It was not long, however, before a group 
of from eight to a dozen of the toughest 
looking women eyes ever loked upon gath- 
ered and came back to the scene and made 
a noisy demonstration. They were thelead- 
ing lights of the female contingent and were 
themselves pictures of anarchy, Some had 
no stockings, but wore flapping slippers. 
Vari-colored handkerchiefs were tied over 
their heads, and some carried umbrellas and 
stones hidden under their aprons. One had 
a long club concealed in a roll of paper. 
Another carried a big bottle of gin in her 

cket and took copious drafts of the flery 
fiquid. 

hey were surrounded and captured and 
thrown into the patrol wagon and taken to 
the lockup. A number of policemen were 
more or less seriously injured * flying 
sticks: and stones, and many. of tlie ring- 
leaders in the riot were severely pounded 
and cut by the long clubs of the police.

Entire Operating Force of the Syracuse

Idle Because of a Strike. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 5.—[ }—-The 
entire operating force of the Syracuse Rapid 
Transit company struck at noon today, 
ro ng the city entirely without transpor- 


The company a few days ago issued an or-. 
der compelling every employé, motormen as 
well as conductors, to deposit $25 with the 
company. The employés objected to this, 
and the company then demanded a bond of 
$100. A committee of the employés waited 
on General Manager J. H. Moffitt and asked 
that the obnoxious rules be rescinded. The 
reply of the company was an order suspend- 
ing the operation of the rule for ninety days. 
This the employés considered a scheme to 
defer the trouble until cold weather, and 
after a meeting which lasted until 4 o’clock 
this morning they decided to strike at noon. 

At that hour every car on the line was 
taken to its barn and the crew left it. Each 
was notified that he was no longer in the 
service of the company. Tonight the line 
is completely tied up. Every imaginable 
vehicle is‘ pressed into service and citizens 
are riding on drays and carts. The meet- 
ing of the central New York trotting cir- 
cuit is on, and the crowd had the greatest 
difficulty in getting to the park. There are 
nearly 500 motormen and conductors in the 
service, and the men say that they will also 
stand firm. 

President Mahon of the National Assocta- 
tion of Amalgamated Street Railway Em- 
ployés is in town and has assumed charge 
of the men.

The same translated by Charles John- 
ston, Philadelphla: - Henry Altemus, 
Learning, originality) force, a splendid 
sympathy for hurranity are all revealed in 
this, the latest work: of the great Russian 
euthor. He says that he first began to write 
upon his subject fifteen years ago, and that 
he cast his first productions aside and re- 
turned to the task some six or seven times 
before he was able to carry it on to com- 
pletion. During the whole period, however, 
it occupied a great part of his thoughts, and 
he waited only in order that he might define 
Mis views with absolute clearness to himself 
and so be able to arrange them in a satis- 
factory manner. 
The reader will willingly give him credit 
for the fifteen years and more. Certainly 
theknowledgeof literature that was essential 
to the composition of the book could not have 
been gained in fifteen years. It represents 
the gleanings of a life, and of a studious, 
earnest, and long life. The reading of most 
is narrow and provincial by comparison 
h Tolstoi’s. He is as familiar as an eru- 
„dite German with the literature of Germany, 
as an erudite Frenchman with the literature 
of France, and as an erudite Englishman 
with the literature of England.

Labored and Confusing. 
Meg of the Scarlet Foot. By W. Ed- 
wards Tirebuck. Harpers. 

The physical labor of writing the equiva- 
lent for 420 pages in print is not to be sneezed 
at, and it must be a terrible experience to 
keep piling up the words and multiplying 
inanities through that many pages without 
seeing finis ahead. As to this Mr. Tire- 
buck can testify. He loses himself so often 
in futile dialogue that the reader is lost in 


wonder at his perseverance. Each new sen- 


tence that is heaved in seems to be intended 
to block the track rather than to advance 
the story, and if the reading is wearisome 
the writing must have been agonizing. 

The monotony in this sort is varied only 
by monotony in another. Mr. Tirebuck has 
a steady appetite for horrors. He revels 
in sudden death, fatal accidents, murder, 
delirium tremens, and blood-curdling super- 
stitions.

Every one will be glad that there has been 
no scandal around the remains of Germany's 
greatest statesman, as was feared might be 
the case. Indeed, at one moment it was ap- 
prehended that the new Prince Bismarck 


tempted to inflict so serious a slight upon 
the Kaiser as to compel him to take public 
notice thereof by refraining from particirat- 
ing any further in the national mourning for 
the old Chancellor. 

The latter went down to his grave firmly 
convinced that he had been cruelly wronged 
and most ungratefully treated by the Em- 
peror, and there is no doubt trat this senti- 
ment is shared by the whole B arck fam- 
ily, who cannot forget or forgive that the 
closing years of the Prince’s life were dark- 
ened by the gross injustice to which he con- 
sidered himself to have been subjected. 

Indeed, there cam be little love lost for the 
Emperor at Friedrichsruhe and there is every 
reason to believe that the Kaiser, desirous at 
all costs of avoiding a scandal, persuaded the 
Empress to accompany him to Friedrichs- 
ruhe in order to Insure a courteous reception. 

Few can realize the exertion and fatigue 
to which she was subjected in connection 
with the matter, for she traveled through an 
entire night from Cassel to Kiel to meet the 
Emperor and then accompanied him on his 
single hour’s visit to Friedrichsruhe, after 
which she returned to Potsdam, having thus 
spent twenty-four hours without practical- 
ly any rest. ‘ 


That the Kaiser was politic in taking his 
consort along with him is shown not only by 
the offensive curtness of Prince Herbert's 
previous reply to his dispatches, but also by 
the treatment accorded to the court sculptor, 
Begas, and the court painter, Lenbach, when 
in accordance with the Emperor’s commands 
they proceeded to Friedrichsruhe to place on 
lasting record the features of the statesman 
as he lay on his deathbed. 

Prince Herbert literally @rove them out of 
the house without permitting them to see 
his father’s body. 

He is a man of exceedingly passionate 
character and high-strung nerves, which the 
scenes in connection with his father's death 
had probably strained so much as to render 
it difficult for him to control his feelings. 

These, however, he managed to reduce to 
submission before the Emperor’s arrival, 
and, as I said above, everybody will be glad 
that the act of imperial homage, which was 
dictated more by policy than by sympathy, 
was permitted to pass off without untoward 
incident. 

That William's presence on Wednesday 
last at Friedrichsruhe was in any way wel- 
come it would be idle to assert; and yet if he 
had not paid the respects of his dynasty to 
the latter’s most powerful servant he would 
have exposed himself to reproach both at 
home and abroad. It was a situation of 
much difficulty, now happily solved. 


Lord Balvaird, who now becomes Earl of 
Mansfield, is regarded by many people as the 
original of Little Lord Fauntleroy, Mrs. Bur- 
nett having been known to have drawn 
her picture of Fauntleroy’s grandfather 
from the olé Ear} of Mansfield, who shared 
with the Duke of Hamilton and Buccleuch 
the distinction of inhabiting, not a casile, 
but a palace, the principal seat of the Earls 
of Mansfield being Scone Palace, in Perth- 
shire. 

It is a noble pile and was in olden times the 
abiding place of the Kings of Scotland, who 
were crowned there, and was likewise the 
seat of the National Council of Scotland. It 
was partly destroyed by Knox’s insurgents 
during the Elizabethan era, the present mag- 
nificent palace, with all its turrets and towers 
looking across the slowly moving waiers 
of the Tay, having been erected by the father 
of the late peer. 

The latter, who was the father of the 
House of Lords as well as of the British 
Parliament, having sat in the House of Com- 
mons for several years before succeeding to 
the peerage, was a tall, willowy, bald, eagle- 
faced old man, who to the last favored the 
long bottle-green coat and high, rolling 
collar that were in fashion in the first years 
of Queen Victoria’s reign. He was in every 
sense of the word the personification of old- 
fashioned Toryism. . 

Few who witnessed the funeral of his eld- 
est son, Lord Stormont, a few years ago, can 
forget the striking appearance which the old 
Earl presented, arrayed in garments cf the 
peculiar cut of sixty years ago, with the 
green ribbon and star of the Order of the 
Thistle adorning his breast, following erect 
and alone the coffin, borne shoulder high by 
eight stalwart Highlanders, while the bag- 
pipes wailed forth the plaintive strains of 
„„ The Land o' the Leal“ The old Ear! will 
now be laid beside his son in the mausoleum 
in the Scone Palace Park, where so many 
generations of the illustrious house of Mur- 
ray sleep their last sleep. 


It 1s probable that before the Count of 
Turin leaves this country he will be joined 
by his younger brother, the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, who has altered the plans with re- 
gard to his north pole expedition and is about 


that originally decided upon. , 

He will start either from Sitka or from 
some other port on the Pacific coast of North 
America, where he will join the vessel pur- 
chased im Norway, which is now going round 
Cape Horn in order to meet him. 

He is at the present moment engaged in 
shooting, fishing, and hunting at Spitzber- 
gen, and will shortly embark at Liverpool 
for the United States, traveling across the

Apropos to the Count of Turin, it is d:ffi- 
cult to understand the criticism which has 
been aroused by his entertainment at New- 
port and elsewhere on the alleged ground of 
his being not only related to the royal house 
of Spain but actually a member thereof. 

He is in no sense either the one or the other. 
True, his father, the late Duke of Aosta, 
reigned over Spain for three years. But 
when he abdicated he surrendered not only 
for himself but also for his children all his 
rights and prerogatives as a Spanish ruler 
in order to resume his place as a member of 
the reigning house of Italy. 0 

The Count of Turin was born in Italy be- 
fore his father became King of Spain, and 
the only one of the late Duke of Aosta’s suns 
who might possibly be considered In the 
light of a Spanish Infant is Prince Luigi, 
Duke of the Abruzzi, who was born at Mad- 
rid and who on that account, when subse- 
quently serving in the Italian navy, was 
never permitted by his uncle, King Hum- 
bert, to go on shore whenever his ship 
touched in any Spanish ports. 

Nor are the Count of Turin and his brothers 

in any way related to the royal house of 
Spain, while their kinship to the imperial 
family of Austria is remote. Their grand- 
mother—that is to say, the consort of King 
Victor Emmanuel, was an Austrian Arch- 
duchess, while their mother was a Belgian 
noblewoman, through whom they have in- 
herited large estates in Belgium. 
It is difficult to understand, therefore, the 
ground on which any objection has been 
raised to the entertainment of the Count of 
Turin im the United States while the latter is 
engaged in war with Spain.

CASE OF PROFESSOR GEORDIADES 
NOT WITHOUT PARALLELS, 


Bureau of Associated Charities Has 
on Record Several Instances of Col- 
lege Instructors and Others of High 
Scholarly Attainments Who Have 
Been Unable to Keep the Wolf trom 
the Door—Learned Greek to Set Up 
as a Fruit Peddler.

Professor Solerias J. Geordiades, who has 
descended from teaching the classics to ped- 
diing fruit in the streets, is not the only 
learned man of Chicago to find that a 
knowledge of Greek and Latin does not 
mean the eating of daily bread. Needy 
masters of art and doctors of philosophy 
have been numerous among the applicants 
for aid at the Bureau of Associated Charities 
within the last two years, and the presenta- 
tion of a diploma from any institution of 
learning no longer excites surprise in that 


Professor Geordiades stands unique, how- 
ever, because of his determination to for- 
sake his scholarly calling to embark upon 
a venture from which, though humbler in 
kind, he hopes to receive more in the way 
of material return. Unlike many another. 
highly educated unfortunate, he has not 
endeavored to conceal his identity. 
with a showing of business instinct which 
augurs well for the future, he made use of 
his diplomas to secure his permit from the 
city, the result being that their presentation 
saved him the usual fees. 

Chicago does not seem to show a friendly 
front to the dead languages, either because 
the accusation that the city subordinates 
literature to hustle has some truth in it, or 
because it wishes to frown upon what it 
styles an Impractical education and to en- 
courage more modern methods. Professors 
of Greek appear to be particularly unlucky.

WIRE NAILS RISE IN PRICE. 


Advance Said to Be Due to a Phenome- 
nal Demand for Steel—Mills 
Are Busy. 


Wire nails advanced yesterday $1 a ton, 
making the price for carload lots $1.35 a 
keg. The rise is a consequence of an ad- 
vance of $2 a ton in the price of steel, which 
was attended with considerable excitement
